2. As you know, for a very brief time some three or four years 
ago, and rntil I terminated the relationship,[__]was a client 
of mine. Refore taking him on, { consulted the State Department. 
Under these circumstances I would prefer not to pass judgment and 
hence I have referred the papers, with thig memorandum and yours, 
to Stuart Hedden. 


3e My general view, applicable te this type of problem, is 
that we should not interfere in cases involving the application 
of our domestic laws and procedures, except to the extent of 
furnishing information acquired through our channels and not 
otherwise available to the competent authorities, without 
indulging in making recommendations or passing judgments. As 
with most rules there may be exceptions, i.e. where the proper 
conduct of our operations or our security is involved.
